Special courses will be organized 
to instruct the youth and thus provide village committees with personnel of 
superior training, high moral standing, and aggressive personality. 

5. These village committees will lead and co-ordinate those PPR cells working 
independently in the ZSCh (Peasant Self Help Union), in co-operatives, etc. 

They will also dominate the village »e economic and cultural life, its youth, 
its local government, and its 2SCh. Working through the ZSCh and Self-Government, 
it will regulate the growth of population, distribution of land, transfer of 
people, placement of unemployed, and screening of youth chosen for education at 
Government and Self-Government expense. 

4. During the first phase of the battle for a village, the PPR will try to capture the 
saill-holdero, the largest and most radical group in a village.
